Oou readers will remember the discus- 
xiou that took plnco in the IjCgislativu 
Council relative to tiio treiitmciil of our hi- 
naticsiii this city,aiul that a i-csohiliou wus 
forwarded to ilis Exeulleucy Ibo Govern- 
or ou the Bubjcct, reconimendiug siieli 
Eodificftlions as were attainable in the 
present early stage of our Colonial exis- 
tence. It was then admitted, by Iho 
gentlemen who moved in the matter, 
that these poor creatures Ctho lunatics) 
"Were well fed and kindly treated; that in 
fact every attentloa was paid to tluai by 
the officers of the gaol, consiBtent with 
the dne performaDce of tbo other duties 
confided to these Borvants; but, as may 
easily be understood, the dotles of gaoler 
or police officer were wholly incompatible 
with that of an edaoated attendant UPon 
InnaticB, Insanity, as is well known, 
owes its origin to a groat number of 
causes, quit© dissimilar in their nature, 
and produciug distortions of the intellect 
that require to be approached in a man^ 
nor wholly distinet. Disease, mental 
Bhocks, accident, unnatural habits, ite., 
each require a course of treatment lliat 
medical men thoroughly educated can 
alono enderstand ; hence, an institution is 
required expressly adapted to this lorm 
of malady. We do not admit liiat the 
•xigencies of the time make such an cstali- 
lishmeut unattainable or inexpedient ; we 
ares all supposed to be possessed uf the 
common feelings of humanity , aiid when 
we recollect that these uufurtunate ercn- 
tDrs are rodnced to their present condi- 
tion from causes over which they had no 
control, entitling them to our kindliest 
sympathies, it must be perfectly clear 
that aDjthing leas than the best we can 
do in the premises lays ns open to bo 
taxed with heartless iuhomanity. I3e- 
lides, who can tell who these poor creatures 
were. They come to us like waifs and 
strays; they formerly, it may be, occui)ied 
respectable positions in society; the hope 
and pride of parents who are ignorant (;f 
the terrible nfHiction that makes them 
helplessly dependent for the merest neces- 
Baries of life on strangers who know 
nothing of their previous existence. To 
those who ean realize such a dreadful 
living death to the realities of tliis world 
in the person of a father or a brother, 
and contemplato him wholly deprived of 
that attention which might restore him to 
the exercise of his mental faculties and 
thns render his cure imjiossiblo, wo are 
sure we shall not appeal in vain. In 
orderto accomplish what we have pointed 
ont as of the first necessity, not only in 
view of the possible cure of some, at least , 
of these cases of insanity ,bnt in pure exer- 
cise of the commonest humanity, we re- 
commend that they be all placed in one 
establishment and under the charge of 
Bome person who has experience, if not 
Bbiolute medical knowledge of the disease 
under which these patients suffer. Our 
medical men, we are happy to say, with 
most creditable assidnity, have recognised 
the necessity for tho change propos. d, 
and will iilways be ready to tender tlieir 
services gratuitously when such an 
arrangement can l)e made. W(3 tliere- 
fore suggnst tliat the yaols in >.'l'w 'West- 
minstcr and jVictoria be used separately, 
one for the reception of the criminals and 
Other prisoners, us at present, iind the 
Other for the lodging and treatir.cnt of 
our lunatics. This concentration, we firmly 
believo, would not only secure the 
proper treatment to persona of un- 
sound mind, bnt would be an advan» 
tage both in elBoiency and economy 
in respect to our Police ond Gaols. Jn 
this way DO now expecditure would 
be required, and we should acbiovu 
Bevoral useful objeots. Tbero are at 
this moment only between 2U and 30 
prisoners in the two gaols, and wo can 
accommodato 50 here alono. There 
arc not more than four or five lunatics 
in both MCOtionB of llio Colony, so that 
two ptrHOiiH would bo quite enough to 
attend upon them or any greater 
number aro likely to have, Such 
a division ot sncii wholly incongruous 
occupations a< gaoler and atloridanl 
Upon lutiatioH, would also romovo a 
very natural cauBo of complaint on the 
part of tho gaolers hero, that thoy aro 
overworked. Their duties sometimes 
extend over tho whole of tbo twontj-* 
four hoars ; and in r«lieviog thorn 
from the onerous duty of attending 
upon Innatics, when they havo also to 
watch a doHjiorato sot of criminals al- 
ways ready to sei/o any opportunity 
for esenpo, wo shall be aoting tho part 
of Good iSamaritans. We object to sor- 
nions out of church ourHelves, honeu 
wo Imvc no desire to inflict ilioiri on 
our rcodcrH ; but wo havo a duty tu 
periorm in roniinding our oiti/.ouH of 
what is duo to LhoinHolvcH im good 
members of eooioty, who luu-o childron 
they love, but for whom thoy novor 
oo&tomplate tho posBibilifcy of bo temi 



riblo a destiny as that of becoming the 
miiorablo objects of oharity exhibited 
ia the persoas of tbo present insane 
patients in the common gaol. But 
such a thing ia possible. We aro not 
to Ilattor oursolvoH that we havo any 
pri.ilogo over uny other member ot tho 
human luinily ; and tho seeds of in.- 
sanity aro much nioro wiricly sown 
than peop'o havo any idea of. If, 
then, it is possible tliat wo ourselves, 
our broliiers, our childron, nnay bo 
at any time afliictod in liko manner, 
wo leave it to tho imagination of tho 
reader to picture lor himself the dread- 
ful fttto of tho uutortnnate nillicted, 
who, instead of kindly and constant 
attention, will be confided to tho ton- 
dor mcrvies of a gaoler.

but we are bappj lo have it in our power to 
Elate that several erections already undor- 
wtigh havo given us an opportunity Iod;;

Amongst the mott Dotewoithy 
of ihete recent acquititions is the handsoine 
new brick builcing juet compleled by Conr.
